In a broadcast here, he 
told Scandinavians, “If we 
lose in Korea, the only ques- 
tion is which country will 
come nex.”

“The responsibility for this

_ BEVIN RECOGNIZES INDIA’S LEAD : 
Goes Slow on Korean Crisis 


"THE Korean crisis has had 

a curious effect on Bri- 
tain’s domestic politics. For 
a long time it had been tacitly 
taken for granted that British 
and American perty line-ups 
more or corresponded, 
so thet the Conservatives 
could feel at home with Se- 
nator Taft's. friends across ithe 
Atlantic, while Labour cheer- 
ed for the Fair Deal and Pre- 
sident Truman. This illusion 
was dispelled when the Con- 
gressional elections tast No- 


vember brought an accession ~ 


of strength to the anti-Eu- 
ropean wing of the Repub- 
lican Party 


But it took MatArthufr’s 
disastrous offensive at the end 
of November, and the “bomb 
Manchuria” howl. which fol- 
lowed it, to awaken the Con- 
servatives from their dream 
of teaming up with the Amer- 
ican Right against Socialism 
and New Dealism. Some of 
the Tory back-benchers in 
the House of Commons are 
still hankering after such an 
alignment, but they have been 
effectively silenced, 


Influence on Dominions 


Broadly speaking, the Con- 
servative Party agrees with 
the U.S. Administration's line 
on the handling of the Far 
Eastern crisis, while the Gov- 
ernment and the Labour Par- 
ty are perceptibly to the lef* 
of the Truman-Acheson po- 
sition on Korea. This fact 
came out very clearly in the 
debates which preceded and 
followed Mr. Atttee’s visit te 
Washington. It can be said 
that Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Eden, if they were in office 
at this moment, would go 
along with the U.S. in a po- 
licy of “limited wear” against 
China, without: adopting the 
full-blooded tactics advocated 
by the MacArthurites. What 
is holding the Americans back 
is the influence of the La- 
bour Government, of the 
British Dominions—-especially
